THE GUPTON-VAUGHAN TROUBLE. 

There has been so many different re 
ports about a little difficulty that oc- 
a few days ago, 
the statement published 
by the Record, in that town, in order 
that the friends of the parties who 
wereenvolved may know the facts. 
The Record's statement is far different 
from reports that reached here, put- 
ting all the blame upon Mr. Vaughan: 
"Our town was startled Monday 
morning by breach of peace proceed- 
ings in which rocks, a penknife and a 
Mauser carbine figured prominently in 
the hands of the most unsuspected per- 
sons. The testimony revealed the fact 
that the penknife was used in self de- 
fence by Clarence Vaughan against D 
E. Gupton armed with rocks who was 
the aggressor. The Mauser was brought 
forth by John Vaughan when he sa' 
E. Gupton following his brother. The 
younger Gupton was cut on the left 
shoulder blade and a slight scratch like 
cut extending from above the left 
down behind the ear and round under 
the jaw to below the chin. The charges 
against John Vaughn were not ^upheld 
by jury; those against the elder Gupton 
and Clarence Vaughan were dismissed, 
while David Gupto.i confessed judg- 
ment. The primary cause of the trou- 
ble was the night previous when Clarence 
used language at which David took 
offense.

Santiago is still practically isolated 
telegraphically from all other parts of 
Chili, but an improvised lino to Los 
Andes connecting with the European 
cables is working. Xo really definite 
news has yet been received here from 
Valparaiso, except the governor's offi- 
cial report to the president, outlining 
the situation and adding that he earn- 
estly requests re-enforcements of 
troops, which were sent to him by 
forced marches. 

Food Plentiful; Water Short. 

The governor informed the presi- 
dent that he had caused the construc- 
tion of sheds in Brazil avenue in or- 
der to shelter the homeless families. 
He estimated that the quantity of pro- 
visions on the way to Valparaiso and 
the stock on hand there would be suf- 
ficient to last a month. The water 
supply, however, is short, owing to the 
destruction of the waterworks. He 
calculated that two weeks must elapse 
before traffic would be restored in 
some of tlie streets. 

The only illumination of Valparaiso 
at night is that furnished by the burn- 
in:; buildings. Difficulty is experienced 
in burying the bodies of the dead. 

Difficulty in Aiding Wounded. 

The authorities of Valparaiso also 
have to contend with serious difficul- 
ties in succoring the wounded, owing 
to the fact that all the drug stores ap- 
parently were destroyed and that 
some time elapsed before medical sup- 
plies from this city reached the strick- 
en port. 

The state of affairs existing in Val- 
paraiso furnishes a serious outlook for 
Santiago, since many of the homeless 
people at the former place will un- 
doubtedly make their way here and 
there is not sufficient accommodation 
or food In this city for the destitute 
people of Santiago. The lighting and 
fuel question is also growing more 
serious here, since no coal can be 
brought to Santiago owing ti the rail-

Oklahoma farmers certainly 
farm on a farge tcale. A dis- 
patch from Bliss, Okla., tells 
something about the harvesting 
of the wheat cropon "ranch 101" 
This ranch contains 70,000 acers. 
This year 9,000 acers were in 
wheat; which is expected to yield 
175,000 bushels. When this crop 
was ready to cut, forty six har- 
vesters, each cutting a swath six 
feet wide, were put to work. 
Some of these swaths were a mile 
long Six threshing machines 
were set going followering the 
harvesters. About 500 mules are 
used in this harvest and a perfect 
army of hands, who eat and sleep 
on the fields.

2. A solution of chloride of 
lime, eight ounces to the gallon 
of water, should be provided in 
quantity, and a quart of this 
should be put in the bedpan or 
vessel each time before it re- 
ceives the discharges, and should 
be well stirred and allowed to 
stand in the vessel at least an 
hour before it is buried. An 
equivalent solution of creolin, or 
a thick white-wash made from 
the fresh quicklime, may be used 
in the same way when the chlo- 
ride of lime can not be obtained, 
but with these at least two hours 
will be required to complete the 
disinfection. 

3. Soiled bed or body linen 
should remain in the chloride of 
lime solution for an hour, and 
may then be safely put in the 
family wash. Soiled paper or 
clothes used about the patient 
should be immediately burned. 
Attendants should wash the 
hands frequently, and the lips, 
and rinse the mouth always be- 
fore eating. No one should par- 1 
take of any food which has stood 
in the sick room. All of these 
precautions should be continued 
until the recovery is complete 
and until all diarrhoea has ceased. 

4. Typhoid fever is not con- 
tagious in the sense commonly 
understood, and if the precau- 
tions above indicated are faith- 
fully and intelligently carried 
out, a case may be treated in any 
family or community with per- 
fect safety. If others have the 
disease, it will be because they 
were infected from the same 
source as the patient, or contract- 
ed it elsewhere. The same pre- 
cautions should be observed in 
dysentry and all other diarrheal 
diseases, including summer com- 
plaint in children. 

5 All well water and unfilter- 
ed water from rivers draining in 
habited areas, where typhoid fe- 
ver and diarrheal diseases are 
likely to occur at any time, and 
milk stored in cans or vessels 
washed in such water should be 
looked upon as suspicious, and 
should always be boiled before it 
is drunk by any one not immune 
from typhoid fever. In the ab- 
sence of a reliable, filtered, pub- 
lic water supply, carefully col- 
lected and properly stored, cis- 
tern water is safest. 

5. The windows and doors of 
' all dwelling houses, and especial- 
j ly of the kitchen and dining room, 
should always be well screened, 

i and the flies actually kept out. 
Unless this is done, a carelessly 
managed case of typhoid fever, 
or other diarrheal disease, even 
a mile or more away, may be a 
source of danger on account of 
flies. As mosquitoes are now 
known to be the carriers of ma- 
laria, the same precautions will 
protect from this poison also. 

The universal and effectual 
practice of these precautions 
would require intelligent care and 
some expense, but would result 
in the practical disappearance of 
one of our most common and fa- 
tal domestic pestilences, which is 
not only a disgrace to our civil- 



ization, but an annual scourge 
and tax upon the people of Ken- 
tucky in comparison with which 
yellow fever and cholera, plaque 
and other exotic diseases so fear- 
ed by our people sink into insig- 
nificance.
